DON'T WANT TO WORK.

——————
Russian Refugees Prefer to Become Public
Charges—Almost a Riot at Chicago.

—_— ——il——

CricAaGo, April 21.—After an evening of
the wildest excitement and commotion, a
detail of police was left on guard at the
Shelter House of the society in ald of the
Russian refugees to-night. The events
leading up to the commotion have to do

with the work of the society, and their
culmination in what amounted to a riot

was 1n spite of all that the officers in
charge of the place could do. Twenty-five
or thirty Russian refugees, who bave
been charitably housed, fod and cared
for for the past four weeks, insisted
upon a continnance of these privileges.
Haviog extended to these persons every
inducement and opportunity to make a
living for thewselves, the managemont

bad decided that they must abandon their
free quarters and make room for new ar-

rivals. This they refused to doand trouble
arose, Messra Lowin and Goldstein, who

have charge of the shelter, determined on
thia move this morning, and ejected the re-

fractory refugees without violence, Short-
ly afterward the most of them returned
and demanded reinstatement., Denials in-
creased their persistence, and thelr clamor-
ing mecreased until this arternoon, when
the police were called. DBefore the officers
could arrive an attack was made both on
the front and back doors of the “shelter,”
the latter being torn off its hinges.

When the oftigers arrived Mr. Lowin de-
termined to make an example of at least
one of the men, and selected the oue who
appeared to be the leader—a broad-
shouldered fellow named Alper. Alper haa
with him his father and mother, each over
sixty years of ago. When the officers
started away with Alper his parents
showed such extreme sorrow and helpless-
neas that Mr. Lowin relented and told the
officers to release Alper, thinking the
action woald have a good effect on the
crowd. In this he was mistaken, for as
soon as it grew dark the pbysical
demonstrations ot protest were begun
snew by Alper and his com-
rades. Their ranks were swelled by a
crowd of street rabble, such aa is always
ready to participate in such affairs. The
demand of the refugees was that they be
given shelter forthe night, and, being re-
fused, an instantaneous attack was made
by the mob, threats against the inmates of
the shelter being freely used. Again the
police were called and the crowd, except
the refugees 1mmediately dispersed. The
sitgation was then patiently explained,
through an interpreter, to those who in-
cited the not, but they immediately set up
the cry that they were sick. This bhad no
effect and after over an hour’s wranghng
the discontented Kussians were forced to
move away. They threaten to return,
however, and a detail of Eolice. therafore,
remains on guard at the shelter to-night,

IN CAMP AT UGALLALA.

News Finally Received from the Soldiers and
Their Captive Cattlemeon.

ANTELOPE SprIiNGs, Wyo., April 21.—To-
night the three troops of cavalry, under
Major Freichet, escorting the cattlemen to
Douglass, are encamped at Ogallala, five
miles from Antelope Springs. They left
Fort McKinney on the 17th, intending to
make the trip in seven days, but bad roads
will delay them two or three days.
A terrible storm of snow, sleet and
wind opened as the party started and has
continneda unabated until this morning,
when the day broke clear and fair. While

the command was about to leave Fort Me-
Kinney a mounted party rode to the tele-
graph line between Buflalo and the com-
mand, out the wires and pulled down poles
between almost all stations, and not until
this morning was communication re-estab-
iished. Everything s reported quiet in
Huffalo, but great interest 18 manifested in
tLe disposition of the prisoners,

Cattlemen Want to Be Heard,

WasHINGTON, April 21.—President Har-
rison to-day received a telegram from Baf-
falo, Wyo., sigped by the chairman of the
Board of County Commissioners, the acting
Mayor of Baffalg, the county treasurer,
the county clerk and a nnmber of other
prominent eitizens of Bufialo, asking the
President to receive a committeee of citi-
zens which will be delegated o lay before

him the facts concerning the recent trouble
between the cattlemen in that saection of
the State, The telegram states that, con-
trary to all law, an armed body of capital-
ists entered their country with tho avowed
intention of taking possession of and oon-
trolling the same in their own interests,
and that it i# believed their aim was to
terrorize and depopnlate the eonntry, and,
if geed Le, to murder all who resisted.

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FRANCE MAY HAVE TO PAY

An Englishman Demands Heavy Dam-
ages for Deing Thrown Into Prison.

———

Outrage That May Cause the Lion to Show
His Teeth—Dahomey's Bold King to Be
Taoght a Lesson by the French.

——
WILL THE LION GROWL?

France Gives England a Chance to Get Mad
by Cruelly Treating a Britiah Subject,

Loxpox, April 2l.—Anotker arrest of an
Englishbman bas beep made in Paris,

which, coming as it does so shortiy after
the arrest of Mr. Pardie and his brother,
the two Englishmen who were faken into
custody at the Auteull races on suspicion
of being pickpockets, which arrest led to
diplomatic correspondence, 18 likely to re-
sult iu tension between England and
France. France refused to make either
reparation or apologize for the arrest of
the Pordies, but in this last case it is be-
heved that Ingland will take snch steps
as will leave no doubt as to her intentions
in the matter. The latest victim of the ex-
traordinary vigilance of the French police
is & Mr. Delmard. He was the agent of an

English projectile company, and had pre-
viously lLeen employed by the Norden-
feiat Company. On March 31 he was dis-
charged. the manager of the company say-
ing that he was in bad odor with the po-
lice, and that it would be best for him to
leave Paria

On the following Monday Delmard start-
ed to visit Madame Rougeron, for whom he
was writing the nfusic for a ballet which
had beén accepted for production 1n Vien-
pa. As be was entering Mme. Rougeron’s
residence he was stopped at the door by a
gendarme, who seized bhim, chained bis
wrists, and hustled him 1nto a cab. The
gendarme took him to the prefecture of
police, and notwithstanding Delmard’'s re-
guest for an explanation, DO reason was
given for his arrest. He was put into a
wretched cell, where he was confined until
the next morning. He was then taken to
his lodgings. Once there he declined tn
move until a warrant for his arrest was
shown, Delmard said that he was a Int
ish snbject, and that he would appeal to
the british embassy for protection. Chief
Detective Goron said he did not care a tig
for the British embasay, which would not
dare to interfere in the matter. Delmard
refused to move, whereupon he was struck
in the face and knocked down. Hiscaptors
then took bim back to the prefecture,
where part of his clothing waa taken from
him and he was again placed in acell filled
with vermin.

The next morning he was examined by
& judge, who said he had proofs that Del-
mard’s presence in Franee was detrimental
te the government. The following day he
was taken to the Mazas prison. Here ho
was stripped and kept naked for an hour
and a half. Then he was put in a ocell
measuring 6x2 feet 6 inches, His compan-
fon in this cell was Anastay, who was exe-
onted a few days ago for the brantal mar-
der of his benefactress, Baroness Dellard.
At night he slept in » dormitory, with An-
astay on one side of him and Kavachol, the
Anarchist, on the other., The next morn-
ing he waa placed in a cell with Ravachol.
The latter expressed much sympathy for
Delmard, and sala that bis arrest was a
most nnjust and unwarranted prqcoedln_g.
Ravachol, in discussing the Englishman’s

arrest, asked bim: *“Do yeu wonder now
why we wish to blow uap these
people?” He added: *“That is the only
redress we have for our wrongs, There
have heen thousands of arrests similar to
yours,” Ravachol declared that it was the
intention of the Anarchists to blow up the
prefecinre. Ravachol was very excited,
aod kept dashing hishesd againstthe wall
On the wall of the cell Ravachol had
scratched the words: *“Vive I"Anarcinst,”
“Ni Dien, Ni Roi, Ni Jndge.”

Delmard was snhsequently subjected to
another exanunation by the judge, who
said that he had letters addressed to him
| Delmard] by foreign governments asking
for information 1n regard to the French
ballooning corps. Delmard proved that
these letters wereold and of no importanes,
The judge, nevertheless, sa:d he had proofs
that the Englisbman was a apy, and sent
him bnﬁh to prison. On April 14 Delmard
was liberated. The jindge apologized to
him for his arrest, and said that the police
were to blame. Delmard was penniless,
the police having taken everything from
bim. He procared money aud has now re-
turned to Loudon. The matter has been
laid before the Foreign Office, through
which Delmard demands heavy compuensa-
tion from Frauce for his outrageous treat-
menk.

WILL TAME THE DAHOMEYANS,

—_————

France Decldes to Conguer the Warllke
Behanzin and His Warriors.

Paris, April 21.—-The Cabinet has finally
deecided upon extensive operations in Da-
bomey, which will be intrusted to the
Minister of Marine., La France to-day
publishes a strong article in which it ac-
cuses Enpgland of encouraging King DBe-
banzin to resist the French. A dispaten
from Kotonou states that a gun-boat Las
arrived there for the purpose of protecting
the town should the Dahomeyans mnke an
attack upon 1t. The Dabomeyan forces
near Kotonou are building entrenchments,
and are making a road for the purpose of
bringing supolies from the interior.

The newspapers bere demand that the
present campaign against Dabomey be di-
rected to effect the complete snbjugation
of that country, and thus render furtper
action by the French unnecessary. King
Bebanzin, they say, having been educated
in Paris, knows the resources of Irance,
bat this fact bas not deterred bim from
acting in a most arrogant manner ana io-
dulging in many threats against the
French.

Malbecea, ex-President of Porto Novo,
who is thorongbly acqusinted with Da-
homey, declares that although the Da-
homeyans are s dangerous cnemy, the army
of the King is quite disorganized. In fact,
he snya that the so-called army is nothing
more than a horde of bandits, whom the
French troops will anmhilate when decis-
ive action is taken. This 18, however,
rather an optimistic view of the condition
of aftairs. Themethod of warfars followed
by the Dahomeyans is one that does not
promise well for theirannihilation. Jtisthe
custom of their army to naver fotlow the
roads or beaten tracks, They cuta new
road with incredible swiftness through the
forests and juugles and awoop down on an
enemy when it is least expected. They
are thoroughly acquuinted with the jungle
and a pursait of them would be an almost
hopeless task. To conduct aguerrilla war-
fare of this character wonlidl be productive
of great loss of life, not alonv4rown thoe en-
emy, but from fever and other miasmatic
diseases. Those acqnainted with the Da-
bomeyans and the conntry, and who are
not carried away by the idea of an African
campaign know that to completely subdue
Dabomey will Le an expensive undertak-
ing, Loth in life and money.

Barrios Succeeds Barillas,

Paxaya, Apnl2l.—News received bere
confirms the peaceful inauguration of Gen.
Jose M. Reina Barrios as President of
Gnatamala and the retirement of President
Barilias, It is the first time since the days
of Carrera’siron rule that the government
bas changed hands in all its persunnel in the
midst of profoundpeaceand withtheconsent
avd approval of public men of all parties.

fairs, Mannel E. Cabrera Minister of Gov-
ernment and Justice, Manuel Cabral Min-

The War
Department 1s_under the personal charge
of President Barrios, who haa appointed
General Barrillas inspector-general of the
forces.

Rowme, April 21,—The libel suit brought
by the priest Amalfitano against Cardinal
Origela, after a week's hearing, ended to-
day in the aequittal of the Cardinal
Father Amalfitano was ordered to pay the
expenses of the trial, which are very heavy.
Father Amalfitano accused Cardinal
Origela of libeling him at the Vatican by
declaring that his management of a legacy
introsted to him for the benefit of the
ehnreh 1n which he ministered wasreck-
less and dishonest, thereby preventing the
plaintiff from obLimining & lucrative ben-
efice, to which otherwise he wonld have
sucoceeded. ‘The trial has excited the great-

est interest in ecclesiastieal circles, and
the court-room was crowded daily.

Did He Spend the Money for “Jags.”

Berrix, April 21,—It has been learncd
that the mnoney stolen by Jaeger, the de-
faulting chief cashier of the Rothschilds at
Frankfort, amounta to 1,700,000 marks. He
had used the greater part of the proceeds
of his peculations in speculating 1n corn
and fruit in Derlin and Odessa. These
speculations turned ont mnremunerative,
and when be thought there was a chance
of his peculations being discovered he fled.
As yet the police have discovered no clew
a3 to his whereabouts, and ‘the opinion
gains strength that he has committed sui-
cide. Search is being made for bhim in
every direction.

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ONLY TWO WERE RESCUED.

Ten Pennsylvania Miners Impriconed by a
Flood Believed to Have Perished.
——————

PorrsviLre, Pa., April 21.—The exact
number of men imprisoned by the flooding

_of the Lytle colliery, near Minersville, has

been ascertained to be twelve, The water
broke in about 4 o'clock yesterday after-
noon, and, after six hours of agonized 1m-
prisonment, William Bell and James Dol

bin, who had fled to a high portion of the

mine, were rescued through the heroio ef-
forts of their fellow-workmen.
fortunate men who are still imprisoaed are
oodonbtedly drowned, as they bad no
chance of escape like the two rescued.
The water broke in from the chute and
flooded the mine so quickly that they could
not reach a place of safoty. At its highest
point the water reached two hundred fees
up the slope, and 1t will take & day or two
to remove suflicient to reach the place
where the men are imprisoned.

William Bell, one of the rescued men,
tells a thrilling story of his experience,
Said he: *‘Yesterdsy was my second day's
work at the colliery. Thomas Baoggy was
my ‘butty.” We were on our way out, hav.
ing completed our day’s work. 1 heard Mr,
Adams, the boss, say that the water was
cuming. I then called to Buggy to throw
away his cans and tools, and run. The
noise was so great that I did mnos know
whether he was behind me or wnot, as both
of our lights had been put out by the damp.
When the excitement was over I found
myeelf on the saddle, several feet above
the water. I thought that by remaining
there relief would come soon. It took me
about three minutes to cover the distance
from where I was when I first learned of
the danger to my place of safety, The wa-
ter, however, followed me closely, and was
only a few feet Dbelow me. From
my beight I could hear the
water rushing in. I did not know
what became of Buggy and knew mnothing
of the whereabouts of the others. I was

there but a short time when I began to rap;
shortly afterward I heard rapping as of

some one drilling a hole, 1 surmised that

my signal was heard and that rescuers
were trying to cut a hole through the solid

rock to reach me, Several shots were lired,

I continued rapping now and then. Hope
came and I never faltered, but kept my

presence of mind throughout. The water

began to recede after several hours, and
work ceased at the hole. It was then but

a half bour bLefore the heroic band of
reascuers came to my relief. 1 was abount
twenty-five feet from the air-shaft. I

heard Dolbin call and I answered him, It
was about 10:30 o’clock when I reached the
surface, and I then went home,”

From the risesa 1 the Ohio gyt places
above Cairo. it is estimated that the river
at Cairo will rise 5.5 feet in the next seven
days, making the stage approach fifty feet
by April 258 or within two feet of the high-
estthat ocenrs there, T'he principal factors
in the rise are the considerable rise at St
Lonis and tue great rnise at Cinciunati. The
creat time of water from the latter place to
Cairo 1s aboutsix days.

- The lower Mississippi at Memphis will
rise to the highest known stage, 35.6 feet,
or even higher, by May 6 At Helena,
Ark., the stage to-day is 438 teet. There
has been a rise of three feet 1n the past ten
days. By May 1 the stage will rise to
about forty-five feet or more.
At Arkansas City the river, whlach
to-day is at 45.6, will continue to
rise until May 15, when the stage will ap-
proximate the highest water known by
about 490.5 feet. At Greenville, Misa., the
stage of river, which to-day is 40.2, will
reach a stage of nbout 43 feet by May 15.
